ed Times, the H erald and Exam iner, 
the Journal of Com m erce and the T ri­ 
bune.

W ashington, June IL—The Smoot-

lost the almost unanimous support of 
the senate farm group on the final roll 
call.

overwhelmingly against the m easure 
now that the debenture

W ashington, June 13,—The Smoot- 
I law ley tariff bill which raises exist-

the senate finally at 2 P. M. today 
by a m ajority of two or more votes. 
If It is passed as anticipated, the 
18-month-old m easure then will go to 
the house where a more decisive vote 
of ratification is expected tomorrow. 
By the middle of

week 
it 
should be signed or vetoed by Presi­ 
dent Hoover and, if approved, it will 
become u law at midnight after it is 
signed. 
This is the sw ift conclusion which 
the adm inistration leaders are plan­ 
ning to adm inister to 
the 
measure 
which has caused more debate in con­ 
gress than any legislation of recent 
years. 
The conclusion, however, w ill end 
only the bill itself. 
It has aroused a 
political issue which republicans and 
dem ocrats of both houses of congress 
intend to take to their electorate in 
the coming November

elections. 
The senate has been the only stumb­ 
ling block in the long and 
arduous 
path of the measure. 
There seem s 
now to be no doubt of the outcome 
there. 
A nnouncem ent of the reluctant sup­ 
port of Senators Reed and Grundy, re­ 
publicans, Pennsylvania, makes It al­ 
most certain th a t the bill will pass 
that body by a m argin of two or more 
votes.

June IS ~ TP)- The fistic 
world has a new heavyweight cham­ 
pion today, but the decision which 
brought that honor to Max Schmeling, 
the fortunate youth of Germany, still 
rankles in the breasts of some §0,000 
spectators who witnessed the unfor 
lunate ending to the battle for the 
title. 
With but six seconds left to go In 
the fourth round of last night's spec­ 
tacular fight in Yankee stadium. Jack 
Sharkey, who had outclassed Schmel 
ing in every way, whipped home a tor 
rifle left hook which landed below 
Max’s belt. 
The German, a badly neaten fighter 
until that, moment, went down helpless 
and incapacitated, and after an Inex­ 
cusable delay and amidst scene of tre­ 
mendous confusion. Referee Jimm 
Crowley awarded the fight and the 
championship to Schmeling. 
No other decision was possible, since 
the only Judge in a position to see 
where that swishing left hook landed 
declared it a palpable foul. 
The 
better 
man -Jack 
Sharkey-- 
once more fell victim to the ill-fortune 
which has dogged his footsteps aero*J 
the years In which he has sought the 
heavyweight title. 
Max Schmeling is the new champion 
of the world, but champion by virtue 
of the same good luck which has 
marked his career. No one amongst 
the vast throng which packed every 
nook and cranny of the towering Yan­ 
kee stadium last night left with any 
doubt that Jack Sharkey was the hef­ 
ter man. 
For three 
rounds, the Bostonian, 
proud of his chance to represent the 
United States in an international bout 
of such Importance, trained to the min­ 
ute. and fighting the greatest fight of 
his career, toyed with the young man 
of the Rhineland. 
In the third round. 
Schmeling was all but out on his feet, 
a battered and beaten victim of a 
worthy successor to the long line of 
heavyweight champions from John L, 
Sullivan down through Gene Tunney. 
Five minutes later, after the con­ 
fusion caused by the indecision of the 
referee, the clamor of seconds and 
managers and upon the word of a lone 
Judge. Harold Barnes, it was Max 
Schmeling instead of Jack Sharkey 
who was declared champion of the 
world. 
Never before in prize ring history 
has a heavyweight title been awarded 
on a foul. 
Yet in the final analysis, 
no other verdict was possible. 
It happened this way. 
Sharkey, to­ 
ward the end of the fourth round, 
whipped over a right to the jaw whicn 
sent Schmeling sagging against the 
ropes. 
As Max came off the ropes, the 
Bostonian started a long, low left 
swing from the knee. The blow, which 
would have landed well above the 
waist-line 
had 
Schmeling 
r e m a in e d 
back on his heels, caught Max, who 
was stumbling forward into a clinch, 
flush in the groin. 
Schmeling 
went down, 
grimaeln.; 
with pain. 
Referee Crowley saw no 
foul, and proceeded to count up to "6”. 
when the bell signalled the end of the 
round. 
Maxie's second carried him to 
his corner arftl worked over him fran­ 
tically.

ing he had no other course under tile 
rules. 
Schmeling. examined by a box­ 
ing physician, bore evidence of having 
been fouled.

On the form displayed last 
night, Sharkey is far the better man.
